PROVISIONS, OR SIMILAR LIMITATIONS, IN COLLECTIVE 
BARGAINING AGREEMENTS AND DECLARING EMPLOYEES 
i| OF THE CITYS COMMUNICATIONS DEPARTMENT

WHEREAS, certain economies and efficiencies of scale can be recognized through 
f the operation of a joint communications department between the City of Fort Wayne and the 


| County of Allen; and 


WHEREAS, the employees of the current City Communications Department are 
unionized and the employees of the current County Communications Department are not 


|] unionized; and 


| WHEREAS, “successor” language, or contracting out limitations, in any collective 
bargaining agreement between the City and any union representing the employees of the 
Communication Department would be an impediment to the creation of a joint Allen County 


Communications Department or District; and 


WHEREAS, considerable savings to the taxpayers of the City of Fort Wayne could be 


| | recognized through the use of a joint Communications Department, and 


| NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
i OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. Employees of the City of Fort Wayne Communications Department are 
|] declared “Confidential employees” pursuant to City Code Sections 40.01 through 40.12. 


SECTION 2. City Code Section 40.01 is hereby amended by adding a new subsection 
(B)(1)(f) to read as follows: 


“(f.) Who works in the City’s Communications Department.” 


|| SECTION 3. No union contract presented to Council for approval after the effective 
date of this provision shall contain a provision that prevents the City from participating in a non- 
union multiple political subdivision communications department or county public safety 
communications systems and computer facilities district, that requires the terms of the union 
contract to apply to the operation of, and the City’s participation in, a multiple political 
subdivision communications department or county public safety communications system and 
f computer facilities district, or that requires the City to provide employment for individuals 
|} whose jobs may be eliminated as the result of the City’s participation in a joint communications 


department or a county public safety communications system and computer facilities district. 


SECTION 4. That this Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its 


passage and any and all necessary approval by the Mayor. _,
